Area  D2  contains  U civilian  or  dependents 
quarters.  "ihese  have  all  been  constructed 
since  July  1956. 

Area  D3  contains  a multistory  barracks  and 
a single -story  barracks.

TTi Is  Installation  was  covered  on  TALENT 
phoicgraphy  of  July  1956  and  on  5 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  May  1962  and  August  1964. 
A comparative  analysis  of  this  photography 
reveals  that  the  Installation  has  been  expanded 
since  1956  with  the  addition  of  15  storage  build- 
ings, a vehicle  maintenancc/siorage  building, 
and  .'.1  dependents  housing  units.  An  area  for- 
merly used  as  an  antenna  field  now  has  2 new 
storage  buildings  and  Is  used  as  a storage  area. 
A former  small-nrms  range  appears  inactive.
